On Thurfday evenin was launched, the FE- 
DERAL SHIP HAMILTON, amidft the accla- 
mations of a large concourfe of people. 

From Poughkeepfie we learn, that the anti-fe- 
deralifts called for the final queftion on Monday 
laft, but were over-ruled by a motion of Mr. 
Hamilton, feconded by Mr. G. Livingftony that 
the queition be poitponed till the next aay, which 
was carried. , 

Next day Mr. Hamilton brought forward a plan 
for ratification, “hearly fimilar to that of Virginia, 
only containing more declarations. On this a 
confiderable debate took piace, and much of the 
old ground gone over, and the decifion again 
poftponed till the next day. 

‘On Sunday the 6th init. arrived at Bofton, the 
brig Expedition, Capt Cole, in 43 days from Ca- 
diz. Capt. Cole advifes,that the Ruflian fleet 
which had been equipped for the Mediterranean 
fea, arrived in England fome time before he left 
Spain, but would not, it was faid, proceed to 
that fea, until towards Auguft; the number of tail 
compofing the Ruffian fquadron, could not be af- 
certained, but was fuppoied to be as numerous as 
that of the Spanifh armada, which was out on a 
cruife, off Cape St. Vincent’s, and confiited o. 
twelve fail of the line; That the Spaniards had 
demanded of the Ruffians their butinefs in the 
Mediterranean, who returned for anfwer, that 
matters of their own concern engaged their atten- 
tion in that fea. 

Capt: Cole, of the Bxpedient, lately arrived at 
Bofton from Cadiz, informs, that the difference 
between the Britith and Moors in all probability 
would foon be accommodated, and that the Eng- 
lith merchant fhips which were bound up the 
Streights, and which had put into the ports of 
Spain, in confequence of the rupture, had departed 
and failed for the places of their deitination with- 
out fearof their being moiefted by the Moors, 
though a fleet belonging to the emperor was then 
out. But one Algerine cruizer was in thofe feas, 
and no American veffel was heard to have been 
captured when Capt. Cole failed.

manufactures and commerce muft receive: a very 
great fhock from fo unexpected an alteration.” 

Extra& of a letter from Paris, May 1. 
“* It is generally allowed that fome ftriking cir- 
cumftances are upon the point of taking place in 
the French government, the plan of which has 
been digefting thefe three months paft. Printers 
have been employed for this purpofe night and 
day in the king’s private cabinet at Verfailles. 
Two centinels are pofted at the door, who fuf- 
fer no perfon to ftir out. It is fappofed that the 
King will make known his decrees the 5th ofMay, 
and that the Governors of the provinces will pub- 
lifh them at the fame hour and on the fame day 
throughout the kingdom.” 
Extra& of a letter froma gentleman in Luzerne 

County, to his friend in Philadelphia. 
Wickfoarre, Fuly 9, 1788. 

** T arrived here the 1{t inft. and found the 
country in motion. [I fuppofe you were in- 
formed of Col. Pickering being carried off. The 
people here have fhewn much ipirit to retake Col. 
Pickering ; upwards of 100 men went up the river 
the beginning of laft week, and one of the de- 
tachments, confifting of 18 men, commanded b 
Capt. Rois, fell in with the party Wild Boys, of 
14 men, when a battle enfued, in which four of 
the Wild Boys were wounded (one of whom fince 
dead.) ow Mtols Gnfertunately received a ball 
through his arm, entering his body below the 
fhort ribs and lodged on the other fide (fince cut 
out). We hope he will recover. ‘This prevent- 
ed his party from purfuing the retiring WildBoys. 

“* We had a letter from Col. Pickering, dated 
in the woods, wherein we are informed, that he 
is well; and that he received as good ufage as the 


fituation of the country he is confined in will af- ° 
ford.” 


Extra& of a letter from Wyoming, July 9, 1788. 

«© The Sheriff, Major Miers and Captain Shoot 
with his dragoons, marched up the river with up- 
wards of 50 men; they encamped at Butter-milk 
Falls, and from thence they fent Capt Rofe, with 
a party of 17 men, into the woods nearMahhoping, 
where the infurgents were encamped, with orders 
to crofs the river at Black Walnut Bottom, which 
they accordingly did, and in that neighbourhoood 
took a number of prifoners, fix of whom we have 
now under a ftrong guard; they had not taken up 
arms, but are equally guilty. The names of thole 
taken are, Martin Dudley, Jofeph Kilborn, Nathan 
Abbot, Ephraim Taylor, Jofeph Earle and Tho- 
mas King. ‘Lhe orders of the advanced party 
were to meet the main body on the 3d inftant, at 
Dudley’s houfe, at Mafhoping, where the infur- 
gents wereencamped. The detached party per- 
formed their orders and arrived near Dudley’s at 
che time appointed, where they expected to meet 
the main body, commanded by Miers and Shoot ; 
but to their great furprife, when the detached par- 
ty came to Mafhoping, they were attacked by the 
infurgents who were put to flight by the firft fire 
of our {mall party. ‘The main body did not ar- 
- | rive till an hour and a half after the battle was o- 
ver. Had the body come up at the time appoint- 
ed, they muft have killed and takenthem all. I 
hope you wil ufe your influence, that govern- 
ment may oher a reward for thofe under arms.”” 
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Extraa of a letter from Lexington, (Kentucky) to 
a gentleman in Winchefter, (Virginia) dated 
May 27, 1788, 

«Oar country is exceedingly infefted with hof- 
tile favages this year: a number of families are 
deftroyed: the militia conftantly in motion to 
guard the frontiers, and to little purpofe : feveral 
valuable boats have been taken on the Ohio, and 
the paflengers totally deftroyed: Col. Jofeph 
Mitchell, who lived at the falling fprings, and 
his fon, a few days ago, unfortunately feli a prey 
to the Indians, omthe river, near the talls of Uhio. 
This day I have account of Mr. Henry Chriite, 
who lately married Mr. Cartmill’s daughter in 
your neighborhood, and fome others, being killed 
by Indians, on Salt River as he was conveying 
up his goods in a boat ; his lady is a young wi- 
dow, and a great caufe of lamentation. Our peo- 
ple appear amazingly hardened ; dying by Indi- 
ans makes litle impreflion ; familiarity is the 
caufe.’ 

The follewing is an extract of a letter from a 
young man (a private in Gen. Harmer’s corps) 
of fingular difcernment, and a fhare of literature 
which might do honor to many poflefled of com- 
miffions ; dated Fort Harmar, May 8th. 

** Onthe 27th day of February lait a fubaltern, 
ferjeant, and corporal, with fixteen privates, a- 
mong whom was myfelf, were ordered out on 
command into the Indian country, being fent for 
by the king of the Delawares.—it is feveaty miles 
from this place totheiy ancampment, and we were 
three days and an halfin pertorming the march. 
We were to return the Mxtday, but king Pipes 
requefted the officer to leave a young man with 
him two days longer, when he defigned to vifit 
Fort Harmar, witha party of his nation, for trade. 
The officer appointed myfelf and andther teydraw 
Jots, neither of us chufing to remain in the hands 
of the Savages—the lot fell upon me, and I tar- 
ried, and was in their hands four days before they 
with me reached this poft—they ufed me very 
tenderly and with much kindnefs. A few 
days fubfequent to this I was again ordered out to 
accompany a.party of Wiandots and Delawares ; 
was with them twenty days, and treated very de- 
cently though I had no ufe for my tongue. Soon 


- after myfelf and one other went with another par- 


ty, of Delawares and Wiandots, eighty miles up 
the Mukingum.—Thefe fellows had a great plen- 
ty ofliquors, and kept moft of the time drunk, 
which made them very quarrelfome, and abufive 
to us ; but the fquaws hid their arms, and pro- 
te€ted us; we were with them eleven days; and 


‘on their return they requefted that I might be fent 


out with them again ; but, on my reprefentation 
of their treatment, the Commanding officer of the 
garrifon refufed to give them any more men for 
juch purpofes. There are now here a number of 
Delaware trading very peaceable.” 
Extra@ of a letter from Richmond, (Virginia) 
‘ Fuly 9. 
** On Sunday evening Tan we experienced. a 
mof violent ftorm, attended with rain and thun- 
der, which inceffantly poured forth flathes of li- 
quid flame, caufing acontinual roaring in the ele- 
ments. Several of the fhafts were near and fevere, 
onc of which ftruck a large houfe belonging to 
Mr. Gabriel Galt, in this city, and fhivered fe- 
veral pofts adjoining the houfe, but the building 
received but little damage.—A houfe belongin 
to Mr. Thomas Goode, in Manchefter, was ftruck 
about the fame time, and confiderably damaged, 
but happily no perfon received any injury thereby. 
A tree was alfo ftruck at Manchefter and fplit to 
pieces.” :
